Residents said the clashes later 
stopped as an uneasy truce came 
into force between the “Red 
Knights.” a pro-Syrian group, and 
anti-Syrian .

One man was shot dead and two 


people were kidnapped during the 
fighting, state-run Beirut Radio 
said. Two men died in Tuesday’s 
clashes and about 20 were wou- 
nded. 

In Israeli-held South Lebanon, 
an Israeli patrol shot dead a man 
who ignored calls to halt and war- 
ning shots were fired late Tuesday 
night in the giant ‘Ain Al Hilwe 
Palestinian refugee camp, an Isr- 
aeli military spokesman said.

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Knesset 
rejects 
calls for 
war inquiry 

TEL AVIV (R) — The Israeli 
Knesset (parliament) Wednesday 
rejected calls.for a judicial inquiry 
into the government's conduct of 
the Lebanon war after Prime Min- 
ister Menachera Begin said an 
investigation would polarise the 
nation. 

The Knesset voted 56-50 aga- 
inst an opposition Labour Party 
motion for a judicial investigation 
and defeated by 56 votes to 49 a 
similar motion by the small cen- 
trist Shinui (Change) Party. 

The war has created fierce con- 
troversy in Israel and rival groups 
demonstrated outside Mr. Begin’ s 
official residence as the Knesset 
met Wednesday. 

Mr. Begin told par- 
liamentarians that an inquiry 
would exacerbate the splits within 
the nation. Acknowledging the 
.Israeli army was facing difficulties 
in Lebanon, he appealed for unity 
and censured opposition leader 
Shimon Peres for his role in the 
debate. 

. .Addressing Mr: Peres, the. 
prime minister said: “Why do you 
try to create lhe impression all the 
lime that Israel had aggressive int- 
entions towards Lebanon?” 

“ He said the war was "a just act 
of national defence.” designed to 
protect Israeli residents of Galilee 
from shelling by Palestinian gue- 
rrillas. 

Earlier. Mr. Peres said an inq- 
uiry was necessary because of rec- 
ent contradictory statements by

Switzerland to host U.N, 
meeting on Palestinians 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — An 
international conference on Pal- 
estinian rights, due to be held in 
Paris in August, will now take 
place in Geneva following obj- 
ections by the French gov- 
ernment. . 

The U.N. committee in charge 
df arrangements agreed to the 
shift Tuesday, delegates reported 
after a closed-door session. 

They said that Francesca Pom- 
etta. Switzerland's U.N. observer, 
addressed the committee and exp- 
ressed reservations about the sec- 
urity aspects of hosting the con- 
ference but that she did not object 
to switching it to Geneva. 

In any case, one committee 


member noted. Switzerland's agr- 
eement with the United Nations 
made it virtually impossible for 
the Swiss authorities to refuse the 
necessary arrangements for hol- 
ding the conference in Geneva. 

The U.N. originally proposed to 
hold the meetings at the Paris 
headquarters of the U.N. Edu- 
cational. Scientific and Cultural 
Organisation (UNESCO), but as 
h is not a UNESCO conference, 
there was no legal obligation on 
France to permit this. 

French objections raised the 
possibility aL one point that Lhe 
conference might have to be put 
off. 


Reagan reaffirms support 
for Israeli military power 


WASHINGTON (R) — President 
Reagan, emphasising the “danger 
imposed by an increasing Soviet 
military presence in Syria.” has 
reaffirmed his commitment to 
maintain Israel's “qualitative 
edge” in military balance in the 
Middle East. 

In a letter Monday to the annual 
policy conference of the 
American-lsrael Public Affairs 
Committee. Mr. Reagan stated. “I 
am well aware of the danger posed 
to Israel by increasing Soviet mil- 
itary supplies and activities in 
Syria. You may rest assured, how- 
ever. of our commitment to mai- 
ntaining Israel's qualitative edge' 
in the regional military balance.” 

Mr. Reagan cited as examples 
of that commitment ”our dec- 
isions to release technology for the 
Lavi fighter and to notify Con- 
gress of our intent to proceed with 
the sale of F-16s to Israel.” 

“While military might can help 
insure IsraePs short-term security, 
its long-term well-being requires 
the advantages of true peace.” Mr. 


Reagan wrote. He noted that his 
Sept. 1 initiatives which “includes 
all the elements necessary for a 
solution to the Arab -Israeli dis- 
pute. remains the best means pos- 
sible of achieving the lasting peace 
which Israel so truly deserves.” 

The Reagan letter also states 
that the United States and Israel 
share in the success of the 
American-sponsored Israel- 
Lebanon troop withdrawal agr- 
eement that was signed on May 
17. 

The agreement, noted Mr. Rea- 
gan. “signals a welcome start tow- 
ard a new era in the lsraeli- 
Lebanese relationship.” 

“Neither is there any doubt that 
we must continue to work so that 
all externa] forces be withdrawn 
from Lebanon.” and we shall ach- 
ieve this.” predicted Mr. Reagan. 

The mechanism for achieving a 
tong-term Middle East peace set- 
tlement was the start of “direct 
talks between Israel and Arab 
negotiating partners who have 
recognised Israel’s right to exist.” 


British Sea Harrier jet 
unloaded from freighter 


SANTA CRUZ DE TENERIFE. 
Spain (R) — The British Sea Har- 
rier jump-jet which made an eme- 
rgency landing on a Spanish fre- 
ighter was lifted off the ship Wed- 
nesday after a week of wrangling 
over salvage terms, port police 
said. 

Dockworkers at this canary Isl- 
and port used a mobile crane to 
raise the warplane from the ship's 
deck where it came down at sea 
nine days ago after running short 
of fuel. 

The crew of the freighter Alr- 
aigo. who had threatened io chain 
themselves to the plane to prevent 
it being removed, did not interfere 
with the operation, police said. 


But they displayed a banner say- 
ing: “Our government doesn't’ 
help us. Solidarity. We want to be 
English.” 

They were unhappy about an 
agreement made between the 
ship’s owners, the shipping line 
Naviera Garcia Minaur. and the 
British government over salvage 
terms for the plane. 

The civil governor of Tenerife 
ruled Tuesday that the Harrier 
must be handed over Wednesday 
to the British authorities. 

The S 1 0 million warplane was 
being transferred to a waiting Bri- 
tish cargo ship for transport back 
to Britain. 


Soviets will not allow shift in world 
military balance, Andropov warns 


MOSCOW (R) — Communist 
Party leader Yuri Andropov 
Wednesday warned the West that 
the Soviet Union would not allow 
any shift in the global military bal- 
ance and hinted the Kremlin 
would spend more on defence if 
necessary. 

Speaking at the dose of a two- 
day meeting of lhe Communist 
Party Central Committee. Mr. 
Andropov said the “military- 
sirategic balance between soc- 
ialism and imperialism” was one 
of the most important results of 
the last few decades. 

“It required from our people 
and the peoples of the other cou- 
ntries of the socialist community 
considerable efforts and res- 
ources. and we shall not allow ft to 
be disrupted.” he warned. 


“We shall continue to do eve- 
rything possible to ensure the sec- 
urity of our country, our friends 
and allies and shall enhance the 
combat power of the Soviet armed 
forces." he declared. 

But the party chiet who cel- 
ebrated his 6yth birthday' Wed- 
nesday. said Moscow was actively 
seeking disarmament accords with 
the West. 

Mr. Andropov made the closing 
speech after two days of dis- 
cussion. mostly on ideological top- 
ics. The meeting made only minor 
personnel changes. 

Politburo member Grigory" 
Romanov, Communist Party chief 
in the Leningrad region since 
1970. moves to Moscow to bec- 
ome one of 10 party secretaries. 

Vitaly Vorotnikov, a former 


ambassador to Cuba, joins the pol- 
itburn as a candidate member but 
the number of full members rem- 
ains at 11 . 

Mr. Andropov attacked the 
West in ideological terms and told 
his party comrades that the Soviet 
system "would be victorious in its 
struggle with capitalism, because 
of the “march of history.” 

His speech appeared to be 
aimed at rallying party ranks to 
counter what Moscow sees as an 
ideological offensive by President 
Reagan against communism. 

Mr. Andropov said the “general 
crisis of capitalism" in the West 
was getting worse and the imp- 
erialist system could not cope with 
the social consequences of sci- 
entific and technological change. 


Shultz: U.S. seeks constructive talks with Moscow 


WASHINGTON <R) —Secretary 
of State George Shultz said Wed- 
nesday the United States seeks 
constructive dialogue with Soviet 
leaders but will continue to try to 
force Soviet restraint worldwide. 

“Our parallel pursuit of 
strength and negotiation prepares 
us both to resist continued Soviet 
aggrandisement and to recognise 
and respond to positive Soviet 
moves.” Mr. Shultz said. 

He was the first speaker at a 
series of hearings the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee is con- 
ducting on U.S.-Soviet ties. 

“We do not want to-and need 
not— accept as inevitable the pro- 


spect of endless, dangerous con- 
frontation with the Soviet Union.” 
Mr. Shuliz said. 

But he said the United States 
would not stake so much on neg- 
otiation and dialogue with Mos- 
cow that ft neglects to secure itself 
against the possibility of failure. 

Mr. Shultz said the U.S. and its 
allies would continue to seek "an 
international climate in which, 
opportunities for Soviet adv- 
enturism are reduced" 

He said that policy was based on 
the expectation that "faced with 
demonstration of the West's ren- 
ewed determination to strengthen 


its defences, enhance its political 
and economic cohesion, and opp- 
ose adventurism, the Soviet Union 
will see restraint as its most att- 
ractive. or only option." 

Specifically. Mr. Shultz said, the 
United States would "restore the 
military balance, preferably on the 
basis of verifiable agreements that 
reduce arms on both sides, but if 
necessary through our own and 
allied defence programmes.” 

The United States would also 
“make clear that we will resist 
encroachment on our vital int- 
erests” as. he said, Washington 
was doing by helping Central 


American governments resist gue- 
rrilla insurgents. 

The policy meant competing 
peacefully and even more eff- 
ectively with the Soviet Union for 
the political sympathies of the 
world. Mr. Shultz said. 

He said the U.S. would "raise 
the political costs” of Soviet inv- 
olvement in Afghanistan. Kam- 
puchea. Angola and Central 
America. 

Mr. Shuliz said Washington 
sought a dialogue with Moscow on 
those regional issues and on “rep- 
ression and economic distress in 
Poland." 


U.S. -Greek 
bases talks 
stalemated 


ATHENS (R ) — Talks on the fut- 
ure of American military bases in 
Greece have reached an impasse 
in their final stage, a Greek gov- 
ernment spokesman said Wed- 
nesday. 

“We arrived ai the completion 
of the package... the package was 
examined to see if it satisfied Gre- 
ece’s aims and serious differences 
were discovered.” spokesman 
Dimitries Maroudas told cor- 
respondents. 

U.S. and Greek negotiators in 
the eight-month-old talks sat 
down Tuesday for what was pla- 
nned as a brief wrapping-up ses- 
sion. Instead they met for II 
hours. 

The two sides did not meet 
Wednesday and Greek officials 
made it clear they were expecting 
an American initiative to break 
the deadlock. 

Mr. Maroudas said Prime Min- 
ister Andreas Papandreou had 
briefed President Constantine 
Karamanlis on why the talks did 
not end Tuesday as expected. 

He added that “a serious dif- 
ference has emerged over a que- 
stion of substance" but declined io 
specify the issue. 

The deadlock made ft almost 
certain that the bases issue would 
remain unresolved until after the 
European Community summit at 
the weekend— and perhaps into 
July, when Greece assumes the 
community presidency. 


Israeli measures designed 
to harass W.Bank visitors 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A deep feeling 
of dismay and indignation is pre- 
vailing among Arab visitors of rel- 
atives living in the occupied West 
Bank due to the heavy taxes and 
customs duty which the Israelis 
impose on visitors, according to 
the Jordan News Agency. Petra. 

Visitors returning here from the 
occupied territory say that they 
were forced to pay large amounts 
of money for bringing in their own 
clothes and belongings which are 
not even worth the customs duty 
levied on them. Petra said. 

According to Jerusalem 
Arabic-Ianguage newspaper. Al 
Quds. the Israeli authorities are 
refusing to allow visitors to take 
back to Amman their own bel- 
ongings they brought into the 
West Bank. 

A report in the Israeli new- 


spaper Haaretz speak of the det- 
eriorating conditions of the jud- 
icial system in the Arab regions 
now under Israeli control. Only 47 
people are now employed at cou- 
rts including judges down from 
166 in 1979, says the paper. The 
newspaper cites a number of cases 
in which the judges are ill treated 
and humiliated by the authorities 
especially whenever they pass 
verdicts not in favour of people 
considered close collaborators of 
the occupation authorities. 

As a result, court procedures 
are moving slow and law suits are 
not settled for very long periods 
and. above all. sentences are not 
always carried out because the 
occupation authorities are unw- 
illing to cooperate with Arab cou- 
rts. the paper says. 


Lawyers-judges dispute 
heading for settlement 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A dispute 
between lawyers and judges at 
Amman's courts seemed to be 
heading towards settlement Wed- 
nesday following a decision by 
lawyers T uesday evening to return 
to work. The lawyer, in a show of 
solidarity with three of their det- 
ained colleagues had stopped 
work at the courts on Saturday 
through Monday. The back- 
to-work decision was taken by the 
president of the Jordan Bar Ass- 
ociation ( JBA ). Sueliman Al Had- 
idi. in a circular distributed to all 
lawyers, which said, “the obj- 
ective of the protest has been ach- 
ieved.” 

The three detained lawyers. 
Elias Nser. Kamal Al Dajani and 
Ibrahim Bakr. who were released 
on bail, had been accused by the 
president of the Amman Penal 
Court. Hanna Al A" raj. of sub- 
mitting a bill of appeal to the 


Amman Court of Appeals that 
was. in content, considered “ins- 
ulting and containing falsehoods." 

In protest against the detention 
decision, the JBA held an ext- 
raordinary session and decided on 
the work stoppage. The lawyers 
also sent letters of protest to the 
Justice Ministry with copies to the 
prime minister and the president 
of the Judiciary Council. 

The local press Wednesday said 
that contacts were under way to 
solve the issue and several mee- 
tings that involved the justice min- 
ister and other leading lawyers as 
well as the JBA president, were 
held. 

“The judiciary council is giving 
the dispute its utmost attention 
and is expected to settle it in a 
manner that would safeguard the 
higher interests of the judiciary, 
the lawyers and the public." the 
paper said. 


Eritrean says Ethiopia 
trains Sudanese rebels 


BAHRAIN (R) — An Eritrean 
guerrilla leader said here Wed- 
nesday about 3.000 Sudanese 
rebels were being trained in Eth- 
iopia despite Sudan's decision 
three years ago to stop arms shi- 
pments to Eritrean guerrillas. 

Osman Saleh Sabbe. leader of 
the Eritrean Liberation Front- 
Peoples Liberation From (ELF- 
PLF). said Sudan had hoped to 
mediate between the Addis 
Ababa government and the gue- 
rrillas fighting for the ind- 
ependence of Ethiopia's Eritrea 
province. 

“But Sudan was hoodwinked... 
1 can tell you that about 3.000 
Sudanese rebels are now being tra- 


ined in Ethiopia to cause trouble 
in southern Sudan.” he told Reu- 
ters in an interview. 

Mr. Sabbe. in Bahrain as part of 
a Gulf tour to seek political and 
financial backing, said Syria. Iraq 
and the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation had suspended arms shi- 
pments to Eritrean guerrillas thr- 
ough Sudan after Khartoum rea- 
ched an understanding with Eth- 
iopia in 1 980. 

“We are using arms captured 
from regular forces in ambushes 
and guerrilla warfare... we will go 
on for the next 100 years.” Mr.- 
Sabbe. who heads one of the sma- 
ller Eritrean guerrilla groups, said. 


Western countries pledge 
$3.6 billion aid to India 


PARIS (R) — Western countries 
Wednesday pledged about 53.6 
billion fn aid for India in 1 983/84. 
slightly less in dollar terms than 
last year. Indian Finance Sec- 
retary M. Narasimhan said Wed- 
nesday. 

The apparent drop was due 
mainly to the dollar's sn-engih aga- 
inst other major currencies and 
did not represent any lessening of 
Western commitment to support 
India's determination to expand 
its economy, he said. 

Mr. Narasimhan. India's top 
financial official, was speaking at a 
press conference after a two-day 
meeting of donor countries cha- 
ired by the World Bank. 

“Most delegates remarked on 
the competence of economic 
management in India, and the cha- 
irman described our policies as 
prudent, wise and correct.” he 
said. 

Last year aid to India was inc- 
reased 5.7 per cent in dollar terms 
io S3.7 billion. 

Britain, the largest bilateral aid 
donor to India, agreed to increase 
part of its aid. but most delegates 
pleaded budgetary constraints for 
being unable to' raise their states' 
commitments. 

The Indian economy is still suf- 
fering from the effects of a severe 
drought last year, which hit agr- 
icultural production and reduced 
the country's growth rate to two 
per cent in 1982/83 from 6.5 per 


cent in the previous two years. 

Most countries agreed to mai- 
ntain their bilateral aid com- 
mitments to India for 1 983/84 at 
the same level as last year in terms 
of special drawing rights, a cur- 
rency basket based on the dollar, 
mark. yen. sterling, and the 
French franc. 

Britain agreed to increase its 
disbursements, the amount to be 
spent rather than promised, by 
S15 million to SINU million. 

Other donor countries rep- 
resented at the talks were Austria. 
Belgium. Canada. Denmark. Fra- 
nce. Germany. Italy. Japan, the 

Netherlands. Norway. Sweden 
and the United States. 

Earlier this month the Indian 
government said it was dismayed 
at the progressive decline in the' 
size of credits on easy terms from 
the aid consortium, which made it 
harder to repay large overseas 
debts. 

In a statement after the talks the 
World Bank commended the Ind- 
ian government on sustaining a 
high level of investment and cur- 
bing inflation. 

But World Bank Vice- 
President for South Asia David 
Hopper told reporters later that 
India's persistent balance of pay- 
ments current account deficit, 
which in 1 982/83 was 53-3 billion, 
could pose a problem in the mid- 
1980s.

Yet William Manchester, aut- 
hor, of American Caesar about 
General Douglas MacAnhur and 
the just published The Last Lion 
about Churchill, is determined to 
return to a subject that both made 
and nearly wrecked his career — 
John F. Kennedy. 


Now at work 1 5 hours a day on a 
memoir about the late president 
whom he called a friend, a weary 
Manchester still recalls the bit- 
terness, anguish and vicious feu- 
ding that accompanied his 1967 
book “The Death of a President.” 

That book, a monumental 
raoment-by-moment account of 
Kennedy's assassination cat- 
apulted the writer both to fame 
and a notorious lawyer's battle 
with the Kennedy family. 

Jacqueline Kennedy, who had 
picked Manchester to write an 
account of her husband's ass- 
assination. went to court to stop 
■the completed work from either 
being published or serialised. 


In a statement, she called the 
book "tasteless and distorted” but 
in court papers she submitted a 
deposition saying she had not read 
the work at alL 

As the Manchester book dom- 
inated headlines for months, spe- 
culation held that Robert Ken- 
nedy wanted "Death Of A Pre- 
sident” stopped because it pre- 
sented an unflattering and pot- 
entially embarrassing portrait of 
Lyndon Johnson at a time when 
the president’s brother was still in 
the cabinet. 

But Manchester, in a recent int- 
erview. said the issue was money. 

He had pledged the royalties 
from the book to help build the 


Kennedy Library in Boston, say- 
ing he did not want to profit from 
the death of a friend. 

But his agent, after receiving 
what appeared to be a go-ahead 
letter from Robert Kennedy, sold 
the serialisation rights to look 
magazine for S650.000. 

Manchester said he had. not 
dreamed the serialisation rights 
would go for such a sum and when 
Jacqueline Kennedy heard about 
the S650.000 she went to court to 
have the book stopped and issued 
her statement calling it tasteless 
and distorted. 

The batile. eventually settled 
out of court, wore (Manchester 
down. He still recalls the tel- 


Fashionable clothes replacing 
China’s maoist style tunics

PEKING — Chinese are eager to 
exchange their drab Maoist style 
tunics and are showing an avid int- 
erest in the latesi fashions. 

ExciLed audiences came to see 
China's only modelling troupe 
display tight-fitting traditional 
gowns, once considered the ult- 
imate in decadent fashion. 
Western-style business suits and 
flowing wedding dresses at a rec- 
ent Peking clothing fair. 

More than 700.000 people att- 
ended the exhibition, buying eve- 
rything from tee-shirts to three- 
piece suits, as Chinese are at last 
being told that shabbiness is not a 
virtue and that they need not fear 
criticism for being fashionable. 

Probably the highlight of the 
exhibition was the modelling dis- 
play by the Shanghai fashion 
team. Chosen for their height and 
good looks, they also displayed an 
array of short skirts, jeans, safari 
suits and summer frocks. 

Most popular of alL judging by 
audience reaction, were models 
wearing the “Qipao”, the alluring 
traditional gown which was all but 
banned during the lifetime of Cha- 
riman Map:Tsetung. ' .; 


Even today few women wear 
the Ouipao in public, partly bec- 
ause well-made versions are hard 
to find in dress shops. 

Exhibition official Wu Dongyan 
had another explanation why the 
Qipao remains a rarity on the str- 
eets of Peking. 

“Chinese women are fatter than 
they used to be because they are 
eating better now than they used 
to. The Qipao is a beautiful gar, 
meat but you have to be slim to 
wear it.” 

The business suits, tennis dre- 
sses and other clothes- exhibited 
here would look mundane to the 
fash ion -conscious in Paris or New 
York, but to many Chinese in the 
audience they were like app- 
aritions from an aliea world. 

It scarcely mattered that hardly 
any of the clothes worn by the 
models were available in ordinary 
shops. 

For the spectators, it was a cha- 
nce to see one possible version of 
the future in which Chinese peo- 
ple will go to work wearing lap- 
elled jackets and ties, carrying lea- 
ther briefcases. 

It is difficult to imagine a Chi- 
nese bureaucrat wearing a tailored 
suit apd.silk tie instead of a sha- 
peless. blue or grey Mao jacket 


and peaked cap. but that is app- 
arently what some leaders have in 
mind. 

No less a figure than Com- 
munist Party leader Hu Yaobang 
is reported to be an enthusiastic 
advocate of Western dress. He 
said after visiting the Peking Fas- 
hion Show that Western clothing 
was much more comfortable than 
Mao jackets, which were right in 
the collar and generally lacking in 
style. 

Hu and other leaders have been 
seen on television wearing suits 
and ties while travelling abroad, 
and Premier Zhao Ziyang has also 
worn Western clothes when rec- 
eiving foreign visitors. 

Despite such encouragement, 
only a few ordinary Chinese have 
changed into Western-style clo- 
thes. This is partly due to the lim- 
ited range of styles available, esp- 
ecially for men. although the var- 
iety is wider than a few years ago. 

But the Chinese are also afraid 
of the social consequences. Many 
of them vividly remember how 
vigilantes once harassed people 
wearing anything remotely unc- 
onventional such as flared tro- 
users. regarded during the 1966- 
76 cultural revolution -as a sure-" 
sign of bourgeois ideology. . ~ 


Many Chinese still feel they 
could be courting trouble by wea- 
ring anything too Westernised, 
despite reassurances in the press 
that they have nothing to fear. 

The China Youth News recently 
defended a young man who was 
criticised by his boss and co- 
workers for wearing a suit and tie. 
saying he was fully entitled to wear 
such comfortable and stylish clo- 
thing which would soon be worn 
throughout China. 

It noted the “Mao jacket" — a 
term used perhaps for the first 
time in the official Chinese press 
— was itself a Western invention, 
having been introduced to China 
as the “Sun Yat-Sen jacket." after 
the leader of the 1911 revolution 
which overthrew the Manchu 
dynasty and who first popularised 
the style. 

While the Shanghai models are 
□o doubt regarded by hardline 
Maoists as examples of capitalist 
depravity, the head of the troupe 
was unapologetic in a recent new- 
spaper interview. 

“Everyone wants to look nice. 
Our job is to introduce the latest 
fashions to people and show them 
how to dress attractively.” Wu 
'Zhenqing said. 


e vision cameras, accompanied by 
searchlights, that were set up on 
his front lawn. 

He also recalls being so upset at 
the public recognition he once ran 
into a shop and bought dark gla- 
sses.

For Tier UNRVA director honoured 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Two Britons 
associated- with Jordan have been 
honoured by the Queen in Her 
Birthday Honours* List ann- 
ounced on June 1 1. They are Mr. 

John' Tanner, the former director 
of UNRWA in Jordan, and Mr. 

George Goddard a British tec- 
hnical co-operation officer at the 
Jordan University. 

John Tanner, who has been 
made a Commander of the Order 
of the British Empire (CBE). dev- 
oted much of his career In 
UNRWA to serving Palestinian 
refugees in Jordan. He worked as 
Director of UNRWA here for 1 1 
years (1971-1982), but his ass- 
ociation with Jordan began in 
1955 when he designed some of 
UNRWA's buildings here; he was 
also involved after the war of 1 967 
in the provision of emergency ass- 
istance to J’alestinians who had

AMMAN (J.T.) — A report published by the Min- 
istry of Agriculture’s Agricultural Extension Service 
(AES) reveals that Jordan has lost a considerable 
amount of cereals this year due to frost an d pests. 


The report said that crops 
grown al experimental stations 
run by the ministry have been 
badly hit by a fluctuation in rai- 
nfall. rats and cold spells during 
the night. 

Most of this year's production 
was of wheat and barley with les- 
ser amounts of lentils, chick peas 
and legumes being grown, the 
report says. 

As for tobacco, the report says 
Jordan produced 4.000 tonnes 
this year grown mostly in the 
Irbid. Balqa and Amman gov- 


ernors tes. 

Nearly 70.000 dunums were 
planted with tobacco, with each 
dunum producing nearly 57 kil- 
ogrammes of medium to good 
quality, the report says. 

The AES report indicates that 
last winter season was excellent 
for growing fruit and olives as well 
as pistachio nuts, but was not fav- 
ourable to aLmonds and some 
types of apple trees, especially in 
co.d areas like Shobak. 

In general, the growing of fruit 
trees in Jordan is increasing at a 


slow rate and faces a number of 
problems such as the una- 
vailability of saplings from abr- 
oad. 

Generally speaking, says the 
AES report. Jordanian farmer? 
suffer from pests that reduce the 
output of their land and this ref- 
lects badly on their income and in 
turn national revenues. 

In view of the situation, the 
AES sees its function as twofold: it ' 
carries out research and study pro- 
jects on fertilizers, irrigation, the 
growing crops in and/ rain-fed 
areas; and offers guidance and ins- 
truction to fanners on the planting 
of crops after examining soil sam- 
ples and undertaking field tours. 

The report also says that the 
crops worst affected by pests in 
Jordan are tomatoes, cucumbers, 
and wheat.

AMMANIS who complain of backaches, suffer Grom high 
blood pressure, and live under constant, albeit different lands 
of, stress, are advised to go and see their doctors without delay. 
Failing that, they have one of two options to try and solve their 
problems: quit the city or sae the municipality for damaged 
health. 

Amman, most of us would agree, is a dean and neat city, 
and es such we all like it. But imfortunately you cannot walk in 
it, Tor sidewalks simply do not exist. 

You would think that we are about to urge or issue an 
appeal to the mayor of Amman to do something about the 
problem. Let us assure you, however, that we are not, because 
all of Mayor Rawabdeh’s predecessors promised us, just like 
he did the other day , to take the question of sidewalks seriously, 
but none of them actually did anything about it. 

What we would like to do, however, is first to declare 
Amman “a city completely free of sidewalks” and then to make 
a big issue out of it until practical and serious measures are 
taken to build one sidewalk on each side of ever}- street In 
Amman 

The way to [dan the campaign is for each of us who suffers 
from anything due to inability to walk in the city to start 
thinking seriously of taking the municipality to court, and 
claim damages. As the process may be costly for each of us to go 
through individually, we suggest estahl idling an association, 
called die “Ammanis for Sidewalks society” or something, in 
which we all can fight the case for walking facilities in Amman. 
Once we calculated how much damages the municipality would 
have to pay us against how much it would cost Mayor Raw- 
abdeh to build sidewalks ail ova- the city, the society would be 
wefl established. We then could easily confront him with our 
legitimate demand for adewalks, and consequently for better 
health and happiness, rather than issue another futile appeal to 
have him consider our case “in light of available resources” or 
we do not know what. 

Otherwise, there is only one other way fo^rta* maypr to 
avoid a showdown .with our upcoming society, and that irfor 
him now to convince us thati budding Sidewalks 'would hamM 
krupt the country’s doctors. 
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OAU weathers worst storm in its

ADDIS ABABA - The Org- 
anisation of African Unity (OAU) 
has weathered the worst storm in 
its 2U-year history by agreeing to 
set aside a dispute over the Wes- 
tern Sahara which had polarised 
its 50-nation membership. 

The OAU's lvih annual sum- 
mit. which collapsed twice last, 
year in Tripoli without a quorum, 
was concluded successfully here 
on Sunday. 

Delegates said a third bre- 
akdown would probably have led 
to the creation of two rival org- 
anisations. one of so-called pro- 
gressive nations and the other of 
self-styled moderates. 

instead members recognised 
the OAU as the sole forum from 
which Africa could project a col- 
lective view on Third World iss- 
ues. and put aside the disputes, 
first over the Moroccan-ruled 


Western Sahara and then over 
who should represent Chad, which 
wrecked attempts to hold the 
summit last year. 

The week-long summit could 
prove a turning point in the 
OAU's development as a forum 
for political and economic coo- 
peration. although many stu- 
mbling blocks, including the Wes- 
tern Sahara, He ahead, the del- 
egates said. 

Economic cooperation might 
emerge as an increasingly imp- 
ortant focus of the OAU. formed 
in this Ethiopian capital 20 years 
ago to press for Africa's rapid 
decolonisation. 

Zimbabwe's Prime Minister. 
Robert Mugabe, echoed the views 
of many delegates when he said 
that liberation, the OAU's raison 
d'etre, was not confined to fighting 
colonial rule. “It is also liberation 
from poverty, disease and ign- 
orance." he said. 

But delegates had no illusions 


about the potential for future cri- 
ses like that begun by an adm- 
inistrative decision in February 
1982 to admit the Saharan .Arab 
Democratic Republic (SADR) 
proclaimed by the Polisario Wes- 
tern Saharan Independence Mov- 
ement. 

Libyan leader Muammar Qad- 
hafi left an empty seat at last 
week's session after suffering a 
series of setbacks. 

He would have been OAU cha- 
irman if either of the two a boned 
sessions in Tripoli had succeeded, 
instead the chair went to Eth- 
iopia's leader, Mengistu Haile 
Mariam. 

Nor did the summit dispute the 
right of President Hissene Habre’s 
government to take the Chad seat 
which' Libya says its ally. Gou- 
kouni Oueddei. whom Habre ous- 
ted. should occupy. 

Finally Qadhafi witnessed the 
withdrawal from the summit of 


SADR, which he supports sta- 
unchly. 

SADR's withdrawal persuaded 
its opponents to attend the summit 
and make up a quorum. 

The OAU then tested its re- 
born unity by urging Morocco to 
negotiate a ceasefire with the Pol- 
isario and arrange a referendum in 
the Western Sahara by the end of 
the year. 

It was the first time the OAU 
has named the Polisario as a pro- 
tagonist in the seven-year-old 
war. Morocco sees Algeria and 
Libya, the Polisario’s main bac- 
kers. as its real foes. 

Morocco bowed to pressure 
from its friends to accept the res- 
olution but has yet to announce 
formally that it will talk to the Pol- 
isario. which it has refused to do in 
the past. 

Delegates said there was sus- 
picion among Morocco's allies as 
to whether the resolution would 


hring-a satisfactory solution. • 

The decision to- hold a ref- 
erendum wafc approved at the last 
property convened summit in Nai- 
robi two yens ago, but there has 
not even been -agreement on who 
should be allowed to vote. !' . 

Morocco says those counted in a 
Spanish census are the only eli- 
gible voters while its opponents 
say refugees who fled the fighting 
and now live in camps in Algeria' 
should also be counted. 

Some delegates said that at best, 
the summit had shown that con- 
frontation politics would only des- 
troy the organisation. 

At woisL it had bought time for 
the OAtr to seek a solution in the 
Western Sahara and to revise the 
founding charter to avoid future 
crises such as that oyer SADR’s. 
admission. 

The then OAU secretary- 
general admitted the SADR 
under a clause which says mem- 


bership of a new nation is aut- 
omatic once the state has been 
recognised by half the OAU's 
members. 

Another clause , says only ind- 
ependent sovereign African states 
can join and SADR opponents- 
used this to justify their refusal to 
attend the first Libyan summit ses- 
sion, thus depriving it of.’a quo- 
rum. 

A charter revision committee, 
in existence for five years, has' 
made little headway. 

Some delegates said they hoped 
.it might now speed up its work of 
resolving such, ambiguities, bes- 
ides making member states pay 
arrears totalling up to $41 million, 
equivalent to about two years' 
budget. 

They said the money was nee- 
ded urgently for administration 
costs and to fund the liberal ion 
movements in southern Africa 
which the OAU supports. 


Rapid deployment force highlights Gulf security concern

BAHRAIN — The six-nation 
Gulf Cooperation Council is set- 
ting up a rapid deployment force, 
highlighting concern over the 
long-term security of the oil-rich 
region. 

Saudi Arabia. Kuwait, the Uni- 
ted Arab Emirates (UAE). 
Oman, Qatar and Bahrain formed 
the council two years ago, mot- 
ivated partly by fears over their 
-security following Iran's Islamic 
revolution and the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan. 

Kuwait's Defence Minister She- 
ikh Salem A1 Sabah said the force 
would hold joint manoeuvres in 
Oman soon. Western diplomats in 
the Gulf say land exercises will be 
held in the UAE in October. 

The GCC has made no formal 


statement on the force. But dip- 
lomats say the Gulf states plan to 
earmark contingents from each of 
their own farces which could join 
together effectively in an eme- 
rgency, rather than setting up a 
permanent force. 

Saudi Arabia, the UAE, Kuwait 
and Oman will provide 
battaiiion-strength units and Bah- 
rain and Qatar company-size con- 
tingents, the diplomats said. 

These would include mec- 
hanised and armoured con- 
tingents, paratroops and units 
such as Oman's Special Force, a 
crack fighting unit based on Bri- 
tain's Special Air Service (SAS). 

The diplomats say one major 
problem facing the Gulf force will 
be establishing a cohesive com- 
mand structure. 

Saudi Arabia’s armed forces 
include many Pakistani and other

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officiers, Oman's are heavily dep- 
endent on British, Indian and Pak- 
istani commanders and most of 
the other members' armed forces 
have at least some foreign officers 
and advisers. 

The Gulf states are all grooming 
their own nationals to take over 
full command, but expatriates will 
be needed in key technical and 
logistical roles for many years, dip- 
lomats say. 

For political reasons, it is unl- 
ikely expatriate officiers will be 
included in any joint maneouvres. 
and the force's commanders will 
thus be Gulf nationals. 

But deciding a command hei- 
rarchy could cause strains among 
the Gulf allies, while “command 
by committee" could constitute a 
barrier to the force's effectiveness, 
military sources said. 

The force is conceived as a mob- 
ile first counter to any external 
threat to security in the six mem- 
ber states. 

It thus parallels the U.S. Rapid 
Deployment Force, now renamed 
Central Command (Cencom ), set 
up by President Carter in 1980 in 
the wake of events in Iran, and 
Afghanistan. 

Before 1979 the staunchly 
pro-Western shah of Iran with his 
huge and well-equipped armed 
forces was seen by the. West, as a 


solid barrier to any Soviet designs 
on the Gulf and its oil. 

.But the Shah's removal and 
fears about the long-term stability 
of Tehran's Islamic regime have 
revived the spectre of a Soviet 
advance towards the oilfields. 

Its presence in Afghanistan also 
heightens such concerns, as does 
its existing foothold in the Gulf, in 
South Yemen. 

Diplomats say Soviet, Cuban 
and East European military adv- 
isers and technicians are in Aden 
in large numbers, while the Soviet 
fleet makes regular use of staging 
facilities at the South Yemeni cap- 
ital. 

Since 1980. Washington has. 
moved to establish staging fac- 
ilities for its forces in several poi- 
nts in easy reach of the Gulf. 

In 1980, its only permanent fac- 
ility was its base at Diego Garcia in 
the Indian Ocean. 2.000 miles 
(3.200 kilometres) away, while its 
NATO ally Turkey insists its fac- 
ilities should be used only for Eur- 
opean security rather than to def- 
end the Gulf. 

• It has also, so far uns- 
uccessfully. sought a firm und- 
ertaking from Saudi Arabia to 
permit U.S. forces to use Saudi 
military facilities in the event of an 
emergency. 

.The United States Has access to 
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Egypt’s military airfield at Ras 
Banas on the Red Sea, and a Pen- 
tagon official has said the Egy- 
. ptians planned to upgrade the fac- 
ilities there.- 

Washington Has also reached ■ 
agreement with, Somalia and 
Kenya on staging facilities, but its 
best breakthrough so. far has been ' 
in agreeing with Oman on a pro- 
gramme to upgrade four military 
airfields in the sultanate. 

Under a $300 million pro- 
gramme, Oman's airbase at Asi- 
rah Island — a former British air 
force base — off its east coast will 
provide a major frontline support 
facility. 

Improvements will include len- 
gthening and strengthening run- 
ways to accommodate heavy tra- 
nsport planes, substantial storage 
for ammunition, friel and other 
supplies and extensive troop sup- 


port facilities, diplomatic sources 
say. 

A base at Musandam peninsula 
in the north will constitute a first 
line of defence for the Strait of 
Hormuz, the narrow sealane thr- 
ough which oil from further up the 
Gulf must pass. 

Runways at other bases in the 
south and at Seeb International 
Airport near Muscat will be imp- 
roved, and support facilities est- 
ablished, the sources say. 

The U.S. force has already sta- 
ged exercises in Oman, and fur- 
ther regular maneouvres are lik- 
ely, diplomats say. 

- Washington's ability to deploy 
hs forces rapidly in the Gulf has 
thus improved over the past thre$ 
years, and an effective Golf force 
would constitute a further det- 
errent to anjr threat to the region, 
they say. 1

Al Ra’i: An effective example 

THE LEBANESE resistance is employing very effective methods 
against the Israeli invaders, their government and people. The daring 
resistance attacks are continuing unabated despite the Lebanese 
parliament’s approval of the Israeli-Lebanese agreement, and in a 
manner which Israel obviously did not take into account. The Zionist 
genocide policy in Lebanon against the Lebanese and Palestinian 
people seem to have given the Lebanese resistance movement an 
incentive to pursue guerrilla assaults against the enemy, thus pre- 
venting Israel from reaping the fruits of the invasion, and forcing her 
to pay for her criminal acts. 

The Israeli army chief of staff Raphael Eitan earlier, described the 
invasion of Lebanon as a brief pleasure trip for his soldiers, but it has 
turned out to be a trap for the invaders who are now bogged down in 
the swamp which is continuously swallowing them up. By launching 
such a campaign in Lebanon. Israel believed it would push the 
Palestinian problem to the background and so make the world forget 
about it. but the Lebanese resistance with its war of attrition against 
Israel has made this impossible. The resulting casualties have been 
causing disturbances inside Israel and the Lebanese resistance act- 
ivity will no doubt act as an example which could be copied by the 
Palestinians under Israeli rule. 

Al Dustour : U.S. double standards 

THE UNITED States never ceases to talk about what it calls the 
persecution of Jews in the Soviet Union, continues its campaign 
against the Polish government, sends military experts to train the 
Salvadorean army ready for acts of repression against its people and 
above all continues to reiterate total commitment to Israel's security 
and to maintain it as a major Middle East power. At the same time, 
the United States remains silent in the face of Israel's criminal actions 
against the Palestinians in southern Lebanon as if the Palestinians are 
not human beings who deserve rights and security. It was Was- 
hington’s total backing for Israel that encouraged her to commit the 
massacres in the Sabra and Shatila camps and no doubt its continued 
military and financial assistance to Israel is encouraging the Zionist 
state to pursue daily criminal acts against the Palestinians in southern 
Lebanon which now falls under occupation rule. 

Washington claims it has responsibilities towards the “free world" 
and yet continues to remain silent and indifferent to Israel's Nazi-like 
crimes and torture of Palestinian men and women in the Ansar camps 
in southern Lebanon. 

UNRWA's call to Israel to stop its activities against the Pal- 
estinians falls on deaf ears while the whole world continues to look on 
indifferently, with the United States refraining from taking any act- 
ion to deter Israel from further crimes. Washington's silence means 
that it indirectly blesses Israel's crimes, and supports its terrorist 
actions and atrocities in southern Lebanon as it has done before in 
other parts of the occupied Arab land. 

Sawt Al Shaab: 3 ways to break deadlock 

THE PRESENT deadlock in the Middle East situation is bound to 
continue for a long time to come. The only power that can do 
anything to alleviate it is the United States, and it is now busily 
making a re-examination of its Middle East policies. Jordan is in a 
state of watchfulness, the PLO is busy with its own internal feuds. 
Syria is staying put well knowing that it has rendered the Israeli- 
Lebanese agreement ineffective and Israel is upset by continued 
resistance activity against its forces in Lebanon and embroiled in 
internal problems stemming from its presence there. Therefore there 
.is no chance of the deadlock being broken in the foreseeable future. 

Yet we believe that three elements can be employed to reactivate 
the search for a solution to the problems. These being an Arab 
summit that can deal with the Lebanese as well as other issues, an 
international initiative that can revive the peace initiative, and finally 
a U.S. -Syrian dialogue that might result in a new American formula.

ROME — The Pope’s second visit 
to Poland could turn out to be hur- 
tful — for the Polish people and 
for the values the West represents. 
In fact, the visit is likely to be use- 
ful mainly to General Wojciech 
Jaruzelskfs regime. 

The first pilgrimage of John 
Paul II to Poland, in 1979, rek- 
indled for the people a feeling of 
national unity and power that 
emboldened them in their struggle 
against the Communist regime, 
thus creating the conditions for 
the birth of the Solidarity trade 
union. 

But miracles seldom occur 
twice. Five months after the sus- 
pension of martial law. the only 
changes have been for the worse. 
People are routinely beaten up in 
police stations and languish in pri- 
son cells, where they are subjected 
to treatment that, according to 
recent report by the now- 
clandestine Solidarity, is del- 
iberately cruel 

The regime is still waiting for a 


those figures who gained popular 
respect before the military coup in 
December 1981. 

The church hierarchy persists 
with a prudent attitude in its rel- 
ations with the authorities, trying 
to prevent any useless rise in ten- 
sions that might endanger the 
weeklong visit of the Pope, which 
is to begin June 16. But thousands 
of parish priests, through their act- 
ions and sermons, continue the 
defiance launched by Solidarity. 

Still, Gen. Jaruzelskrs aim is 
not so much consensus as control, 
lie has acquired it shrewdly and 
appears unlikely to allow it to slip 
easily from his hands. It is highly 
improbable that a movement sim- 
ilar to Solidarity can emerge in the 
near future. 

Given these realities, what is 
likely to come from the Pope's 
visit? 

The enthusiasm such a visit 
would generate could serve to 
remind the military that the spirit 
of Solidarity is still alive, and the 
Pope's presence couki give new 
life to a disappointed, stagnant 
populace and reinforce its rel- 
igious faith. However, the visit is 
also bound to raise some false 
hopes and lead to frustrations. 
General Jaruzelski is not going to 
liberalise his policy as the result of 
the Pope’S visit: Moscow would 
not let him. 

If there is a change in policy, it 
will probably be for the worse, 
since the general is likely to pos- 


tpone a number of unpopular' 
measures until after the Pope’s 
visit; these measures could include 
political trials and price increases. 
A result might be a decline in the 
Pope’s prestige in the people's 
eyes. 

Now that Gen. Jaruzelski has 
succeeded in imposing many of his 
own conditions on the visit, he is 
eager for the Pope to come. The 
general feels he could become the 
principal beneficiary of the Pope's 
presence, despite the obvious risks 
— demonstrations of excessive 
enthusiasm and outbursts of rep- 
ressed rage — which could be 
manipulated by his rivals in the 
ruling hierarchy to weaken bis 
position inside the regime. 

But against these risks, there 
are obvious advantages, not least 
of which is the air of legitimacy 
that the Pope's visit might confer 
upon the Jaruzelski government. 

Government officials make no 
attempt to bide what they expect 
from the Pope's visit. Henryk Jab- 
Ions ki. the chief of state, talks in 
his official invitation about “ 


country, and for the Polish soc- 
ialist state" . The newspaper of the 
■armed forces, Zolimerz Wolnosd, 
says the Pope's visit “could con- 
stitute a recognition of the gov- 
ernment of Geu. Jaruzelski and 
break its international isolation". 
The minister for religious affairs, 
Adam Lopatka, said in an int- 
erview that the Pope's journey 
would be “useful In breaking the 
chain of isolation that has been 
drawn around Poland by the Wes- 
tern countries”. 

Not satisfied with these adv- 
antages, the Polish government 
succeeded in inducing the church 
to make concessions that many in 
Poland consider excessive. No 
more is there talk about a general 
amnesty for political prisoners, 
which had seemed to be a pre- 
condition for the announcement 
of the pip. Cities like Gdansk and 
Szczecin, which were the cradle of 
Solidarity, and the town of Lublin, 
she of the only Catholic university . 
.in the Communist Bloc, have been 
dropped from the People’s iti- 
nerary. 

In addition, there are still dou- 
bts about a meeting between the 
Pope and Lech Walesa, the sym- 
bol of Solidarity. If the regime 
Succeeds in preventing this enc- 
ounter, the visit could turn into a 
bitter blow to the many Poles who 
still have hopes for a better Pol- 
and.

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Princess Dianano longer ‘Shy Di’

LONDON — After two years of 
press' strutiny and public ado- 
rn tiqn/^Tincess Diana, the nna- 
sstrming beauty who became Bri-- 
tairi’ s queen -to-be, has con- 
clusively shaken off the once- 
popuiar tag of “Shy DF'. . 

The-, nickname was coined in 
1981 when the little-known Lady 
□tana Spencer stepped suddenly 
into a, blaze of publicity as the 
19 -year *old fiancee of the heir to 
the 'throne Prince Charles. 

■- Not surprisingly she blushed., 
giggled nervously, hid her face 
from the cameras and. on a couple 
of occasions, broke down and 
cried in public under the strain of 
her' instant stardom. 

Now .all that has changed. This 
week she and her husband are off 
to Canada on their second foreign 
tour together and she takes with 
her a well-established reputation 


as a remarkable crowd- puller who 
thrives onher popularity. 

Her appeal and her winning 
style were proved in March on an 
arduous month-long tour of Aus- 
tralia which was hailed as a res- 
ounding success for royalty in a 
country where republican feeling 
is strong. 

“Miles of smiles" was how one 
British paper saw it. “She has won 
the -heart of Australia,” reported 
another. 

When they were in Melbourne 
200.000 turned out to see the 
21 -year-old Princess and her hus- 
band. 

There was no doubt who- they 
want to see. The prince always 
received warm applause but . the 
arrival of Diana would set off an 
eruption of delighted cheering and 
flag-waving. . 

Further successes- followed in 
New Zealand and' when she ret- 
urned home the British were quick 
.to remind her they were no less 


enthusiastic. Some 60.000 stood 
in the rain in Newcastle to see her 
open a new bridge. 

Her startling success in the last 
months is a far cry from the days 
when press pundits were spe- 
culating that the innocent giji just 
out of her teens and with a poor 
school record behind her might 
not be equal to the job of future 
queen. 

Today she is in greater demand 
for royal engagements such as 
charity events and visits to' schools 
and hospitals than any' other 
member of the royal family, and 
slip-ups are rare. 

She chats easily with those she 
encounters, never losing the 
common touch which the British 
admire most in their royals. 

Her style on walkabouts, when 
she meets the crowds, is cosy and 
familiar despite a frequent risk she 
may be mobbed. She often seems 
surprised that people have turned 
up at alL telling mothers “you

must be frozen." as she picks up a 
baby for a hug. 

In Australia the placards would 
implore: “Please come and talk to 
us, Di." and her fans would be 
disappointed if they only got a 
word with Prince Charles. 


She undoubtedly owes much of 
her appeal to her striking looks. 
Since her marriage the pretty Eng- 
lish rose has become a sop- 
histicated and stylish beauty who 
more than meets the demands of 
being the world's most pho- 
tographed woman. 

Top fashion experts advise her 
on her choice of clothes, bringing 
her the pick of British haute cou- 
ture, and the result has turned her 
into a trend-setter. 

Even the low-beeled shoes she 
wears so as not to tower over her 
husband — they are the same hei- 
ght — became high fashion. 

Her love of children is another 
element of her popularity. A kin- 
dergarten teacher before her mar- 
riage. she became a mother herself 
last year when she gave birth to 
Prince William. 

But there is also a streak of pro- 
fessionalism — a desire to do the 
job well. There was an early sign 
of this after the first pictures of her 


appeared in ihe press, before her 
engagement. 

She had unwittingly posed with 
her back to the sun. and her legs 
could dearly be seen through her 
light dress. She remarked with irr- 
itation: “I don't want to be rem- 
embered for not having a pet- 
ticoat,” and she has not made the 
same mistake again. 

Diana was also quick to develop 
her easy way with crowds. On a 
walkabout in London a week bef- 
ore the wedding she found herself 
talking to an elderly blind woman. 

Without a moment’s hesitation 
or confusion she asked: “Do you 
want to feel my engagement ring? 
I had better not lose it before the 
wedding or they won't know who I 
am". 

Not the act of a girl who is ill— 
at -ease with strangers, but as one 
royal spokesman said recently: 
“The princess has never been shy. 
Shy Di was an image entirely cre- 
ated by the press". 


French museum reconstitutes studios of 8 famous artists

Picasso. Braque. Van Gogh. Mod- 
igliani. all those names which have 
marked modern an all over the 
world, have all lived in the Butte 
Montmartre, which was just a vil- 
lage in those days, overlooked by 
die famous Sacne Coeur Church of 
Paris. 

These ‘genius studios" were fai- 
thfully 'reconstituted recently at 
the Grand Palais Museum in Paris, 
associated with the “Salon Annuel 
des Ln dependants”, an exhibition 


in which many of those artists 
showed off their work more than 
half a century ago. 

In the winding streets and 
dead-ends of the Butte were hid- 
den. at the end of the 1 9th century 
and the beginning of the 20th, stu- 
dios with a minim um of furniture 
and rudimentary comfort but cla- 
ttered with canvases, paintings, 
brushes... and genius. The best- 
known of these artistic hideouts 
was the “Bateau Lavoir”, a small 
house of planks without gas or ele- 
ctricity and where water came 


from a single drinking fountain in 
the studio. 

Here. Picasso painted “Les 
Demoiselles d 1 Avignon” and his 
canvases of his blue period; he 
painted them while lying on the 
floor because he couldn't afford to 
buy an easel. An oil lamp was used 
for lighting when h wasn't rep- 
laced by a candle, which was che- 
aper. Around Picasso were Bra- 
que, Herb in, Apollinaire, Max 
Jacob and many others who also 
experienced poverty and Boh- 
emianism. But these “outsiders" 


were to revolutionise modern an. 

Between Impasse Saim- 
Vincent and Rue Lepic. you could 
meet Toulouse-Lautrec, his leg 
supported by the shon stick which 
he ironically called his “bool 
hook"; red-bearded Van Gogh, 
often accompanied by his brother. 
Utrillo, of whom the journalist 
and critic Adolphe Tabarant said 
he produced “a hangover and a 
masterpiece per day'', and many 
other ariists. 

In the faithful reconstitution of 
the eight studios done by the Salon 


des Independants, we may see a 
windmill, the only one which res- 
isted the spread of the built-up 
area of Paris, for the village had 
several mills , as well as plaster 
quarries which enabled the vil- 
lagers to survive when they were 
not artists. 

This village, apparently inn- 
ocuous, was warm and alive. Its 
artists felt at home there and 
didn't need to travel far and wide 
to find inspiration. “Le Lapin 
Agile", a restaurant at La Butte, 
has become famous thanks to Utr- 


illo, who painted several versions 
of it. The same sort of thing hap- 
pened to the windmill, the alleys 
and the inhabitants. The music- 
hall artist Aristide Bruand, the 
singer Yvette Guilbert were imm- 
ortalised by Toulouse-Lautrec, as 
was the Medrano Circus. 

Today, the Butte Montmartre 
carries the stamp of all those Boh- 
emians of genius who made a dec- 
isive contribution to the artistic 
revolution of the 20th century.

What a price for education? 


I was a supporter of a school that has recently opened its doors in 
Amman, of its location {for from the pollution of the dty, of its 
teaching system and Its ambitions... 

This is why 1 registered my six year old son there to start bis 
scholastic experience in September 1983. Alter skiing for an exam 
my son was accepted In this school and we were all very happy with 
the news. When I was in the school secretariat finishing the reg- 
istration formalities I was told that the annual tees for the “first 
preparatory” were JD 450 (plus JD 50 enrollment fees) pins the 
transportation expenses (if the child was to nse the school bus) pins ■ 
the cost of uniforms etc... 

I found sill this quite expensive but was firmly convinced of the 
high educational standard and thought that it was worth it. 

I was utterly surprised a few days ago to receive a phone call 
from the school advising me that my son was accepted. 

“It’s very nice of you to tell me so." I answered, “but 1 already 
know that". 

“Oh”, answers an embarrassed voice, “and you are of course 
aware of the tees". 

— Yes it is JD 450. 

— “Well in fact the fees have been increased they are now JD 550 
for your son’s class". 

— “It’s OK" I answered. 

— “There is another thing." answers a very embarassed voice, 
“yon should pay JD 500 as a deposit, his the decision of the school 
management. This amount will be reimbursed to you when your 
son leaves the school”. 

In twelve years time my JJD 500 wQl be peanuts, thank you. 

I made a quick mental calculation: JD 50 enrollment fees (non 
deductibles from the annual fees), JD 500 annual fees, JD 500 
deposit that makes a total of JD 1100 and this without including 
transportation fees, uniforms etc... 

This changed many things. In two weeks time and before the 
beg i n n ing of the scholastic year, the school had increased the fees 
by JD 600. What did the future hold for me? 

Asked about those “fantasy”, measures and those “belated" 
decisions one of the responsibles answered: “Our school is still 
under construction, we need money, some had suggested that we 
borrow JD4,000 from the parents of each of our students, but we 
finally agreed to request a deposit of JD 500." 

Should we follow the reasoning of the school management we 
would insist that our children be shareholders in the school and not 
just students since they are participating in its construction. 

As for me I preferred to talk to another school. 


Growth of organised crime shocks Australia

SYDNEY — Official reports say- 
ing Australia is rife with crime and 
that organised crime is out of con- 
trol after mushrooming growth in 
.the last 10 years have generated 
an outcry from the public for an 
urgent crackdown. 

Two recent official probes into 
.the country’s murky underworld 
read like screenplays for gangster 
films, and gave details of a web of 
nrptni<u>d crime which is costings, 
ihe nation a billion dollars a year. 

TfieyleH or murders, drug run- 
ning. police corruption, and wid- 
espread theft, prostitution, and 


pronography rings. 

Australia's new Labour gov- 
ernment. shocked by the findings, 
has convened a meeting for next 
month to study plans for a nat- 
ional crimes commission with 
sweeping new investigative pow- 
ers. 1 

Delegates will include rep- 
resentatives of civil liberties gro- 
ups and the six state governments, 
which all have their own ind- 
ependent police forces. 

The crime network was rev- 
ealed jjy-RoyaJ Commissions (off- 
icial inquiries) after nearly three 
years bf investigation by teams of 
lawyers and researchers. 

One report; on drugs, said ins- 


tances of corruption among police 
and other law enforcement off- 
icers are “not merely cases of a 
few rotten apples but the tip of an 
iceberg of institutionalised cor- 
ruption.” 

Commissioner Justice Stewart 
described the drug-running scene 
in Australia in the middle to late 
1970s. with heroin slipping into 
the country at remote beaches and 
payment leaving in suitcases car- 
ried by couriers using regular air-, 
line flights. 

He made 102 recommendation 
urging a complete shake-up of law 
enforcement methods and called ‘ 
for a special police inspectorate 
“to root out corruption.” 


A second report, on criminal 
activities in general, described 
harrowing instances of child por- 
nography and gave details of rac- 
kets ranging from credit card swi- 
ndless to theft from warehouses. 

Lawyer Douglas Meagher con- 
cluded in the report that in Aus- 
tralia “organised crime is out of 
control.” 

The reports were drawn up for 
the legal authorities, who will dig- 
est the date and decide what act- 
ion should be taken. 

* Latest annua] statistics show 
more than 800 cases of murder. 
180.000 of breaking and entering 
property, over 4,000 of robbery 
with violence, and 70,000 of fraud 


involving forgery. 

Theft from wharves was des- 
cribed by Mr. Meagher as being 
exceptionally high, with one imp- 
oner known to bring in 50 percent 
more goods than needed to cover 
expected thefts. 

The report on drugs identified 
the so-called Mr. Asia drug run- 
ning ring and named individuals 
— some dead, one in Britain ser- 
ving a life sentence for murder, 
and others who have simply dis- 
appeared. 

The report on general organised 
.crime named no specified ind- 
ividuals or organisations. “The 
place for them to be- identified 
publicly is in the criminal courts." 


Mr. Meagher said. 

In the past some blame has been 
levelled at the waterfront ship 
painters and dockers union, based 
in Melbourne in the state of Vic- 
toria. 

A Royal Commission headed 
by Lawyer Frank Costigan has 
linked the union or its members to 
15 murders in Victoria from 1970 
to 1979. 

Mr. Costigan. in an interim rep- 
ort last August, alleged the union 
was deeply involved in graft on the 
waterfront. With 70 assistants, he 
is continuing inquiries. 

He expects to publish the final 
report at the end of this year but. 
to judge from recent events, is not 


making a great deal of progress. 

Five members of the union, 
subpoenaed to face Mr. Costigan 
last week in Melbourne, ste- 
adfastly refused to answer his que- 
stions. 

“The union’s -reputation has 
been tainted by unsubstantiated 
allegations." said Mr. John Spe- 
ncer. counsel for the unions. 

Costigan, saying he was being 
impeded in trying to discover the 
truth, adjourned the commission 
and is considering what action to 
take against the umop.;.^. 

1 Police in Australia say they are 
seriously under strength and need 
stronger powers. 


Mr. Cec Abbott, police com- 
missioner for the state of New 
South Wales, said Royal Com- 
missions had been successful in 
identi lying criminal activity but 
had not produced actionable evi- 
dence. 

Australia, a former colony 
where Britain last century dep- 
orted its criminals, has in the past 
been accused of adopting a too 
liberal attitude towards crime. 

But the latest reports have gen- 
erated serious concern among the 
public; who received a grim add- 
itional warning from Justice Athol 
MoffiU, president of Lhe New 
South Wales Court of Appeal.

S. Africa 


WELLINGTON (R) — The New 
Zealand government said Wed- 
nesday it would to everything pos- 
sible to dissuade any of the cou- 
ntry's rugby internationals from 
playing in South Africa next, 
month. 

The government reacted swiftly 
and angrily to reports that seven 
New Zealand All Blacks would be 
taking pan. though earlier the 
New Zealand rugby union said it 
would not prevent any of them 
from playing. 

Internal affairs minister Allan 
Highet said: “The government's 
' policy is absolutely clear. We will 
say to the players that we prefer 
that they do not go.” 

The matches, planned to mark 
the centenary of South Africa's 
western province rugby union, 
would involve members of the Bri- 
tish Lions team, now touring New 
Zealand, as well as AD Blacks. 

Prime Minister Robert Mul- 
doon said he would ask the New 
Zealand rugby union to consider 
the effects any visit by members of 
the All Blacks team would have on 


the country's international spo- 
rting activities. 

Muldoon said he would ask the 
union's chairman. Ces Blazey. to 
consider the Gleneagles Agr- 
eement on Commonwealth spo- 
rting contact with South Africa, 
and would outline the gov- 
ernment's position on such con- 
tacts. 

The New Zealand anti- 
A pan he id Organisation HART 
( Halt All Racist Tours) said it was 
considering staging protests at 
Lions tour matches. 

HART Chairman John Minto 
said it would “explore every ave- 
nue” in an attempt to prevent All 
Blacks playing in matches to mark 
the centenary of western province. 

Race relations conciliator Hiwi 
Tauroa said he was disappointed 
that All Blacks would visit South 
Africa. 

He said privileged people never 
really knew the suffering to which 
black and coloured people in 
South Africa were subjected. 


Commenting on the ann- 
ouncement in Capetown that a 
combined All Blacks and British 
Lions team would play in these 
■ matches. New Zealand Union 
Chairman Ces Blazey said Wed- 
nesday: 

“We have no objections. We're 
not interested in denying the 
rights of individuals.” 

Seven New Zealand players 
would not constitute an AU Blacks 
team— they would be going as ind- 
ividuals. lie added. 

Ivan Vodanovich. a former All 
Blacks coach, confirmed he would 
be taking up an invitaiion to coach 
a combined New Zealand and Bri- 
tish Isles team, but could not say 
when the matches would be pla- 
yed. 

The manager of the Lions team 
now louring New Zealand. Willie 
John McBride, said he did not 
know of any British Isles players 
who had been invited but he tho- 
ught it was unlikely that their uni- 
ons would oppose them playing in 
South Africa. 


Paris Grand Prix idea 
runs into opposition 


PARIS (R) — Plans to stage a 
Formula One Grand Prix motor 
race in the streets of Paris next 
year, given the green light by the 
government on Tuesday. Wed- 
nesday ran into opposition from 
ecology parties who described the 
idea as “indecent." 

Prime Minister Pierre Mauroy 
Tuesday asked the interior min- 
istry to lift the 1955 decree ban- 
ning motor racing in cities and 
Paris mayor Jacques Chirac said 
he was in favour of the race pro- 
viding security arrangements were 
adequate. 

As the organising committee, 
including former Grand Prix dri- 
ver Jean-Pie rre Jabouille. went 
ahead with plans to stage the race 
on August 26. 1984, ecology par- 
ties united to condemn the race. 

The ecology confederation, the ' 
lie dc France Ecology Federation 
and the Ecologists’ Committee of 
Paris issued a joint statement say- 



ing they were vehemently opp- 
osed to the planned Grand Prix. 
which would run over a 3.7 km 
course taking in the Avenue des 
Champs Elysees. the Place de la 
Concorde, the right bank of the 
Seine and Avenue President Wil- 
son. 

“it would be indecent to hold 
such a race when petrol prices are 
high and to impose on Paris the 
foul noise of an archaic sport.” 
said the ecologists', statement. 

But Jean-Piene Ballestre. the 
head of the French Automobile 
Sports Federation (FFSA), who is 
also the head of the International 
Automobile Federation (FISA), 
motor racing’s governing body, 
said he thought it would be a great 
event. ... 1. .? . 

‘ “The success of French drivers 
means a Paris Grand Prix would 
be immensely popular.” he added. 

But he said FISA would insist 
on stringent safety measures and 
adherence to Formula One rules 
and regulations. 


Paul Violet, the Paris city off- 
icial in charge of sporting events, 
said a crowd of 209.000 to 

300.000 was envisaged, and crash 
barriers would be erected along 
the course as well as a special sur- 
face laid. 


Zico arrives in Italy 


MILAN, Italy (R) — Brazilian 
soccer star Zico arrived Tuesday 
in Italy and immediately declared 
that his new club Udinese could 
win the championship next year. 

The North Italian team, hardly 
a glamour club, earned a rep- 
utation for dour efficiency last 
season, drawing 20 of their 32 
matches and parading an attack as 
sterile as their defence was sound. 

They have paid some $4 million 
to lure 30-year-old Zico from 
Brazilian club Flamengo in a spe- 
ctacular coup intended to inject 
much-needed sparkle and goa- 
lscoring punch. 

“I believe we can win the cha- 
mpionship. Last season. Udinese 
lacked the ability to score more 
often. I hope to bring to the side 
ihe spirit of somebody who always 
plays to win." Zico told a crowded 
press conference on his arrival in 
Milan. 

He is due to travel Wednesday 


to Udine, close to the Yugoslav 
border in north-east Italy, where a 
crowd of 20,000 is expected to 
greet him. Local officials said fans 
had prepared a 50-metre wide 
Brazilian flag inscribed 
“Viva Zico” for his arrival. 

Zico. the successor to Pele as 
the idol of small boys in Brazil, 
said his biggest problem would be 
adapting to the style of play of his 
new club. 

“I've been at Flamengo for 15 
years. 1 knew everyone and I knew 
their game with my eyes closed. 
Here I will have to adapt. But it's 
not the kind of game that frightens 
me. I was used to man-to-man 
marking in Brazil,” he said. 

He said the cold in CJdine might 
initially present problems, but he 
was confident he would adapt qui- 
ckly.

Briton claims to be 
1st to row the Pacific 


BRISBANE (R) — Briton Peter 
Bird Wednesday claimed to be the 
first man to row the Pacific despite 
being forced Tuesday to abandon 
his boat within 33 miles of Aus- 
tralia. 

Bird. 36, rescued from the jag- 
ged coral of the great barrier reef 
after rowing 9,000 miles, was 
given a hero's welcome when he 
stepped ashore for the first time 
since leaving San Francisco. Cal- 
ifornia. nearly 10 months ago. 

Looking thin, the bespectacled 
London photographer said he had 
had to give up: “It was either that 
or be smashed against the reef.” 

But Bird, washed aground in

England’s Walsh ends 
147-minute goal drought 


BRISBANE (R) - England went 
some way towards restoring their 
tarnished reputation with a 1-0 
win over plucky Australia in an 
international soccer match in Bri- 
sbane's Lang Park Wednesday 
night. 

Luton's gifted 2U-year-old str- 
iker Paul Walsh, who was gaming 
a long-overdue first full cap. cel- 
ebrated his inclusion in the Eng- 
land attack with a 57th minute 
winner. 

Walsh scrambled the ball past 
Australian goalkeeper Terry Gre- 
edy from four metres during a goa- 
lmouth Melee but it was enough to 
earn England victory — and end 
their embarrassing 147-minute 


wait for their first goal on Aus- 
tralian soil. 

England, who were held to a 
goalless draw m Sydney on Sun- 
day. were a vastly improved outfit 
with Walsh forming an ever- 
dangerous partnership with 
haljan-basq*) Trevor Francis. 

Australia spent much of the 
game pinned down in their own 
half but striker John Kosmina 
gave Ipswich defender-Teny But- 
cher an uncomfortable 90 minutes 
and his jinking runs repeatedly 
brought the 10,000 crowd to their 
feet. 

The two sides will clash again in 
Melbourne on Sunday.

Le Mans residents face 
annual ear battering 


LE MANS, France (R) - Res- 
idents of the provincial French 
town of Le Mans are about to suf- 
fer the annual assault on their ear- 
drums — the 24-hour sports car 
classic takes place this weekend. 

But while the section of the 
community who dislike motor rac- 
ing seek an escape from the per- 
sistent shriek of high-performance 
engines, the rest will join the 
150,000-plus gathering for the 
51st two-day jamboree. 

Since tbe race began in 1923 
average speeds on the part-public 
road circuit have doubled to aro- 
und 200 kph. Cars now rocket 
down the famous Muisanne ' str- 
aight at some 350 kph and the 
winners can expect to cover about 

5,000 km during 24-hours of all- 
weather action. 

Enthusiasts will stay up all night 
to savour the acrid exhaust fumes, 
drink beer, and watch the cars' 
powerful headlights piercing the 
straights and sweeping the dar- 
kness as they take tbe sharp bends. 


There is ..plenty of off-track ent- 
ertainment too. 

The race is steeped in tradition 
and superstition. • 

On Friday, -tbe - eve of the end- 
urance test, local fans stage an 
unofficial race through the town, 
an event which is reluctantly acc- 
epted by the- authorities. 

And for the fits! time this year 
one of the 55 official starters win 
be carrying the unlucky number 
13. 

Lead driver of the three-man 
team is Frenchman Yves Courage, 
who win be matching bis Cougar 
car against the might of some 20 
West German Porsches. “Tm del- 
ighted,” said Courage after acc- 
epting the^ number. 

Porsche, which has been dub- 
bed an ‘ogre’ by French sports 
commentators, has dominated Le 
Mans in recent, years and is exp- 
ected to beat off challenges from 
half a dozen Italian l-anrias and 
otter manufacturers. 

One of the twin-tuibocharged 
works Porsches wfll.be driven by 


Belgian Jacky Ickx and Briton 
Derek Bell: kkx, who will be mak- 
ing bis 14th appearance, has alr- 
eady made history by winning Le 
Mans a record six times, including 
the last two years. 

Le Mans, at the centre of an 
■ agricultural region a two -hour 
•drive west of Paris, is transformed 
by tbe. race- as- visitors crowd in . 
from France and the rest of the' 
world. 

And the 24-hour race, although 

suffering from a lack of entries wil- 
ling to take on the powerful Por- 
sches, still attracts international 
attention on a huge scale. 

Companies spend millions of 
dollars for the privilege of the pub- 
licity, but the winner's prize is just 

140.000 francs ($18,200). 

The race's 60-year history is 
scarred with tragedy, including 
motor sport’s worst disaster. *

Los Angeles draws up 
anti-smog plan for Olympics

LOS ANGELES (R)^, People m 
Los Angeles— known as the smog 
capital of the world— will be asked 
to reduce pollution during the 
Olympic games next year, a city 
air quality expert. Dr. Thomas 
Heinsheimer. said Wednesday. 

But he said - the air quality for 
the equestrian and hockey events 
could be poor because they are to 
be held in areas often affected by 
smog. 

Smog, meaning originally a mix- 
ture of smoke and fog, is a word 
now used to describe tbe heavily- 
polluted air often trapped over the 
city by a high pressure zone during 
tbe summer. The games win be 
staged drom July 28 to August 12. 

Heinsheimer, chairman of the 
■Los Angeles air quality man- 
agement district, said' motorists 
would be asked to use car pools 
and buses whenever possible and 


industry would be asked to reduce 
pumping fumes into the air. 

“If the ait quality is bad, we 
expect these .actions to offset 
that," he said. 

The Los Angeles Olympics 
Organising Committee has pre- 
dicted 600,000 people will visit 
Los Angeles during the games.'. 

Heinsheimer said he expected 
air quality in Los Angeles during 
the games would be better than 
that in Tokyo and Mexico City 
during the Olympics therein 1964 
and 1968 and comparable to the 
air quality during tbe Montreal 
games in 1976. 

■ He said there had been one first 
stage smog alert, a day during 
which old people and children are 
advised to stay indoors and other 
people urged to reduce strenuous 
activities, last year during the 
same period as that set aside for 
next year’s games.

The nation’s, steel industry, 
Europe’s largest, has so far been 
relatively unsubsidised compared 
to its rivals in other European 
community countries. 

An economics ministry spo- 
kesman said the cabinet con- 
sumed a prior demand that the 10 
state governments put up half the 
aid, matching the federal con- 
tribution. 

State governments have -called 
their share too big. 

North Rhine Westphalia, the 
top steel state, has said it would 
provide no more than one third. 

The cabinet decision gives Bonn 


enough time to meet the June 30 
deadline for submitting its aid 
p lans to the European com- 
mission, whose approval is req- 
uired under community rules for 
steel subsidies.

World food output 
reported declining 

ROME (R) — World food production is heading for a serious fail this 
year after bumper grain crops last year, a senior United Nations 
official said here. 

“European wheat and coarse grain production is expected to be 
some three percent lower in 1983." Mr. Edouard Saouma, director 
general of the U.N. Food and Agriculture Organisation (FAO) told 
the body’s governing council in a speech opening a two-week mee- 
ting. 

The speech, released Tuesday, said important European vegetable 
crops were also likely to be cut by bad weather this year while an 
outbreak of rinderpest threatened to ravage African cattle herds. 

Mr. Saouma said U.S. grain crops would be reduced by President 
Reagan’s set-aside programme to cut stockpiles and FAO forecasts 
indicated a global fab in world cereal production of up to 130 million 
tonnes this year. 

FAO's latest estimates put world grain harvests at between 1,435 
million and 1,545 minion tonnes, compared with a record 1,565 
million in 1982, Mr. Saouma told the meeting. It was caned to- 
consider the agricultural development body’s 1984 budget. 

Meanwhile European community development ministers failed to 
agree Tuesday on a new $45 milli on programme to boost Third 
World food output 

Officials said the plan, called for by the European parliament was 
now expected to be discussed by the community’s foreign ministers in 
1 an attempt to resolve differences over how the cash should be spent.

The delegation will include 
the directors of foreign trade, exchange control and customs 
offices. 

EEC needs million jobs yearly 

GENEVA (R) — European commissioner for employment Mr. 
Ivor Richard said Tuesday the European community would need 
to create one million new jobs annually just to prevent further 
increases in unemployment 

Indonesia to get $2.2b in aid 

THE HAUGE (R) — A consortium of donors Tuesday gave 
unreserved support for Indonesia's economic adjustment plans 
and granted it more than $2.2 billion in financial assistance for 
1983/84, donor sources said. They said the total exceeded a 
World Bank target of around last year's figure of $2 billion and 
represented a vote of confidence in Indonesia's new plans to 
restore its economy, badly hit by low oil prices. 

Gulf states pledge funds for aid 

RIYADH (R) — Saudi Arabia. Kuwait Bahrain and Oman have 
confirmed their contributions to the Arab Gulf Fund for United 
Nations Development organisations (AGFUND) , the fund’s pre- 
sident Sheikh Tala! Ibn Abdul Aziz said. Saudi Arabia would 
commit $60 million, Kuwait $10 million and Bahrain and Oman 
$500,000 each, he told reporters.

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Chileans protest military rule 


SANTIAGO (R) — A 15- 
year-old boy was shot dead, sev- 
eral people were injured, and 
hundreds were detained as noting 
broke out Tuesday night in San- 
tiago at the end of a day of protest 
against Chile's military gov- 
ernment. police sources said. 

The leader of the labour groups 
which organised the protest. Rod- 
olfo SegueL was abducted from a 
friend' s house by a group of armed 
and unidentified men in the early 
hours of Wednesday. 

The friend. Heman Men, at 
whose house Segue! had been sta- 
ying. told a local radio station that 
the unions' leader and his driver 
were taken away after the armed 
men forced their way into his 
home. 


The day of protest, the second 

in just over a month and organised 
by trade unions to demonstrate 
opposition to the government's 
economic policies as well as to 
demand a rapid return to dem- 
ocracy. was described by Pre- 
sident Agusto Pinochet as the 
work of communists. 

Gen. Pinochet, in power since 
civilian President Salvador All- 
ende was ousted in a military coup 
in 1973. said in northern Chile 
there would be no change in the 
constitution that does not env- 
isage a return to democracy before 
1989. 

Correspondents who visited 
poor neighbourhoods south of 
Santiago said police had wit- 
hdrawn from the area as rioters 


built barricades of burning tyres. 

The journalists said police were 
met with a shower of rocks and 
stones and in some places, app- 
arently unable to control the sit- 
uation, decided to withdraw. 

In other incidents, residents of 
one of the city's most affluent nei- 
ghbourhoods said riot police fired 
tear gas grenades at cars moving in 
a slow convoy while a radio station 
reported tear gas had been used in 
apartment buildings where hou- 
sewives banged saucepans in a 
show of opposition to the gov- 
ernment. 

Many pupils stayed away from 
school. But about 1,000 smdeuts 
occupied a university library on a 
campus in the east of Santiago and 


pelted police buses with stones 
when police fired tear gas gre- 
nades in an attempt to dislodge 
them. 

The clash continued for several 
hours and well after nightfall the 
students retreated into the cam- 
pus. 

Students at other faculties sta- 
ged brief demonstrations which 
were broken up by riot police. 

A government statement issued 
earlier in the day listed 10 attacks 
against public transport on Mon- 
day night, including three bomb 
blasts which interrupted rail traffic 
to the south for several hours. 

Union leaders also issued sta- 
tements deploring the bomb att- 
acks and urging peaceful protests. 


New round 
of Afghan 
talks resume 


GENEVA ( R ) — United 
Narions-spoasored talks aimed at 
a political solution in Afghanistan 
resume here Thursday with pro- 
gress reported but significant pro- 
blems still looming ahead. 

Diego Cordovez. the U.N. 
Under-secretary general hosting 
the third round of indirect talks in 
a year, said after the last session in 
April that a draft agreement on a 
Soviet troop withdrawal was 95 
per cent complete. 

His optimism appears to have 
been tempered by recent contacts, 
and both he and Pakistani Foreign 
Minister Sahabzada Yaqub Khan 
have warned against expecting 
any quick solution. 

With Mr. Cordovez as int- 
ermediary. Pakistan and Afg- 
hanistan are negotiating a four- 
point package which would pro- 
vide for a phased withdrawal of 
Soviet troops and a return of the 
4.5 million Afghan refugees now 
in Pakistan and Iran. 

“I have the feeling the idea of a 
comprehensive settlement has 
’gained increasing support,” Mri 
Cordovez said last week. 


Argentine junta harsh on losers 


BUENOS AIRES (R) — An off- 
icial report on the Falklands t Mal- 
vinas) conflict will probably rec- 
ommend that all three junta 
members who ruled Argentina 
when its forces landed on the isl- 
ands be stripped of their rank, mil- 
itary sources said Tuesday night. 

A joint services commission 
began work on the report after' 
Britain's recapture of the islands a 
year ago. on June 14, following a 
10-week occupation by Arg- 
entina. It is likely to produce its 
findings late next month, the sou- 
rces said, but not all the material, 
used for research would be made 
public. 

The sources said mention of pol- 


itical management of the conflict 
and mistakes or wrongdoings in 
the military would be kept to a 
summarised account of charges 
against former president and ex- 
army commander Gen. Leo po Ido 
GaJtieri, former navy head adm- 
iral Jorge Anaya and ex-air force 
chief Gen. Basilic Lami Dozo. 

Argentina quietly marked the 
anniversary of its forces’ sur- 
render with min or ceremonies by 
groups of young former conscripts 
who fought on the South Atlantic 
islands. 

President Reynaldo Bignone, 
who replaced the disgraced GaJ- 
tieri, told reporters through his 


official spokesman that Argentina 
was continuing to fight for its cla- 
ims to the windswept archipelago 
despite the military defeat. 

The local press gave the ann- 
iversary low-key treatment. 

The only ceremonies in Buenos 
Aires Tuesday were those org- 
anised by the young veterans. _ 

After laying wreaths at the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier at 
Buenos Aires cathedral in honour 
of their hundreds of dead com- 
rades, members of the Malvinas 
veterans centre asked that those 
responsible for the handling of the 
conflict be identified and brought 
to trial. 


Salvadorean army reportedly clears 
the way to hearts and minds of people 


SAN VICENTE. El Salvador (R) 
— The Salvadorean array says it 
has swept six villages dean of lef- 
tist guerrillas, freeing the area for 
a civic action programme designed 
to “win the hearts and minds” of 
the people. 

The sweep began on Friday with 
more than 6,000 troops hacked by 
tanks and 105 mm artillery. Sol- 
diers met little resistance from 
rebels, the, army said. 

Operation commander Col. 
Rinaldo Golcher said Tuesday six

Green berets in Honduras

spokesman said. 

The instructors were sent by 
president Reagan to train 2,500 
Salvadorean army soldiers bat- 
tling leftist rebels in a bitter civil 
war. 

The embassy spokesman said 
no Latin American soldiers had 
yet been invited to train at the 
base, which at present is no more 
than 250 Seres of cleared land at 
Puerto Castilla. 


Iran hunts communists 


TEHRAN (R) — Iran's Islamic 
revolutionary courts will start 
work on Saturday to track down 
and arrest any members of the out- 
lawed pro-Soviet Tudeh Party 
who have not yet reported to the 
authorities, the supreme rev- 
olutionary court said Wednesday. 

The Iranian leadership dis- 
solved the party on May 4 after its 
leaders, arrested in February, con- 
fessed on television to spying for 


the Soviet Union. 

Tudeh members and supporters 
were given until Wednesday to 
report to prosecutors’ offices, 
after which they would be pursued 
as “counter-revolutionaries.” 

More than 1.000 Tudeh mem- 
bers are now under arrest. Senior 
officials have indicated it may be 
some time before they are out on 
trial as they are still being int- 
errogated.

What makes a world cham- 
pion? Perhaps foremost, the 
ability to defend accurately. 
Watch Californian Mike 
Lawrence, who has several 
world titles to his credit, at 
work on his deal from the 
Open Pairs event at the re- 
cent World Olympiad in Biar- 
ritz, France. 

South's hand improved 
noticeably when North 
responded one spade to the 
one heart opening bid. 
North's jump preference to 
hearts at his next turn con- 
vinced South to continue on 
to game. 

Lawrence was playing 
with Eddie Kantar of Los* 
Angeles. He led his fourth- 
best club and declarer ruffed 
Kantar's king. The spade 
finesse lost, and East 


persevered with clubs. 
Declarer ruffed and now 
made a slight error — he led a 
low heart to the queen. Since 
Blast could not have the ace 
of hearts (he was a passed 
hand and had already shown 
up with the king of spades 
and ace-king of clubs), 
declarer should have led the 
king of hearts from hand to 
retain controL He could then 
win any return, draw one 
more round of trumps and 
then play winners until 
someone ruffed with the last 
trump. He would lose only 
two trumps and a spade. 

Declarer now could not 
lead another trump — the 
defenders would be able to 
-collect all the rest of the 
tricks but two — and 
Lawrence was able to profit 
from the error. Declarer 
started cashing his winners. 

On the third spade 
Lawrence discarded a dia- 
mond, and on the last he sluf; 
fed a dub- Declarer tackled 
diamonds, but West still 
refused to ruff. He parted 
with dubs on the first three 
diamonds, and when declarer 
led a fourth diamond from 
hand, he let go another club. 
But this time Kantar was 
able to ruff with the four of 
trumps. So after making six 
successive discards, Law- 
rence was able to score the 
last two tricks with the ace- 
jack of trumps! 

Note that, if Lawrence 
ruffs at any point, declarer 
prevails. He wins any return 
by Lawrence, leads a trump 
to crash both outstanding 
trumps, and scores the rest 
with his last trump and the 
good diamonds. 


Rebels kill white farmer 


HARARE (R) — A group of 
eight rebels killed a white fanner 
in the southern Zimbabwe pro- 
vince of Matabeleland Tuesday, 
the Commercial Farmers' Union 
said Wednesday. 

A spokesman said Ian Brebner. 
in his 30s, was gunned down on his 
form near Figtree, about 25 kil- 
ometres southwest of the pro- 
vincial capital of Bulawayo, while 
he was repairing a water tank. 

He was the third white farmer 
murdered in Zimbabwe in the past 
month and the second to die in 
troubled Matabeleland. 

The Zimbabwe government 
sent several thousand troops into 
Matabeleland earlier this year to 
crush rebels they said were backed 
by the opposition ZAPU Party of 
Joshua Nkorao, now in self- 
imposed exile in Britain. 

More than 30 white farmers and 


miners are amongst at least 130 
people officially reported to have 
been killed by rebels in Mat- 
abeleland over the past year. The 
number of violent incidents off- 
icially blamed on politically- 
motivated gunmen has fallen since 
the army moved in. 

Namibia needs dialogue 

BONN (R) — West Germany's 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher has stressed a need for 
an open dialogue between rival 
factions in Namibia during a mee- 
ting with representatives of the 
Democratic Turnhalle Alliance, 
his ministry said. 

It said he held an exchange of 
views with Dirk Mudge and Kua- 
hno Riruako on the latest dev- 
elopments towards creating an 
independent Namibia. 


Srinagar partly sealed off 


NEW DELHI (R) — Police Wed- 
nesday sealed off parts of the Kas- 
hmir capital of Srinagar with a cur- 
few and stepped up patrols after 
violent post-election clashes Tue- 
sday night between ShFtte and 
Sunni Muslims, police said. 

Police reported 100 people inj- 
ured and about 40 arrested on riot 
and arson charges in the Indian 
state's first serious inter- 
communal confrontation in recent 
years. Earlier the Press Trust of 
India (PTI) news agency said 700 
people were hurt. 

The fighting, a police spo- 
kesman told Reuters, followed a 
procession celebrating a ShThe 
leader’s capture of a seat in the 


June 5 state assembly elections. 

Wednesday's curfew was in 
force in four districts of srinagar 
with police under orders to shoot 
trouble-makers, the police spo- 
kesman said. 

Residents reached by telephone 
said the ShTite -dominated area of 
Srinagar was quiet but tease. Pol- 
ice cordoned off troubled districts 
to bar outsiders. 

In tbe state elections, the min- 
ority ShTite community supported 
Indian Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi's Congress (I) Party . 
Congress again lost control of the 
state assembly to the National 
Conference Party (NCP). 


China’s family p lanning 
chief urges harsher laws 


PEKING (R) — China’s family 
planning chief has called for 
women with two children to be 
sterilised and said all those who 
already have one child should use 
the contraceptive coil. 

The official newspaper People’s 
Daily Wednesday quoted Oian 
Xinzhong. who is head of the nat- 
ional family planmng commission, 
as saying that millions of couples 
were ignoring regulations aimed 
at limiting families to one child. 

Mr. Oian said that despite fines 
and other punishments aimed at 
curbing the growth of China’s one 
billion population. 5.9 million 
.babies were bom in 1981 to 


women who already bad at least 
one child. 

About 1.7 million babies were 
bom to women with five or more 
children. 

Mr. Oian told the National 
.People's Congress (NPC) or par- 
liament that half the 110 million 
married women who were pra- 
ctising birth control had been fit- 
ted with a cofl and a third of them 
had been sterilised. 

Urban couples with more than 
one child have tbeir wages cut and 
their, second and later children 
sometimes have lower priority for 
medical treatment and in schools.. 


Poles wait for Pope 


WARSAW (R) — Police and pri- 
ests have appealed to Catholics 
and communists for restraint and 
cooperation as Poland prepared 
for Pope John Paul's arrival Thu- 
rsday on an eight-day pilgrimage 
to his homeland. 

As welcoming banners and por- 
traits went up on churches, the 
authorities warned sternly they 
would quash any attempts to exp- 
loit the occasion for anti- 
government demonstrations. 

At the same time police Com- 
mander General Jozef Beim said 
thousands of church volunteer 
orderlies would work together 
with police to prevent dis- 


turbances among vast crowds att- 
ending .open-air gatherings add- 
ressed by the pontiff. 

An estimated 15 million people, 
including crowds numbering up to 
two milli on at some individual 
ceremonies, are expected to att- 
end indoor and outdoor services 
and to line the Pope’s route on a 
crowded trip that will take him to 
eight cities and refigions^tes. 

In an evening television pro- 
gramme, two senior police officers 
in uniform and two priests in black 
cassocks urged patience and self- 
control by pilgrims flocking to 
masses, and by police shepherding 
them on their way. 


Craxi calls for pact 


ROME (R) — Italian socialist 
leader Bettino Craxi called Wed- 
nesday for a three-year gov- 
ernment pact with the dominant 
Christian Democratic Party in the 
first major development of this 
month's election campaign. 

“We propose and wfll propose 
(to tbe Christian Democrats) an 
agreement on policies for three 
years, a government for three 
years, and we will solicit a man- 
date for three years,” Craxi told a 
press conference. 


He said current political rea- 
lities excluded any other realistic 
basis for a government after the 
June 26 elections. 

Mr. Craxi, widely tipped as a 
possible prime minister after the 
elections, and assiduously courted 
by both tbe opposition com- 
munists and the Christian Dem- 
ocrats, firmly ruled out a left-wing 
alliance along the lines proposed 
by Communist Party chief Enrico 
Berlinguer. 


Ariane countdown begins 


KOUROU, French Guiana (R) — 
An almost 30-hour countdown 
began Wednesday for an Ariane 
rocket launch which mil test Eur- 
ope's ability to challenge the Uni- 
ted States in space. 

The 210-tonne, three-stage 
rocket is due to put two com- 
munications satellites into orbit 
around the earth after it is fired on 
its sixth launch from the space cen- 
tre in this South American ter- 
ritory belonging to France. 

The launch is the most imp- 
ortant in the 10-year history of the 
European Space Agency (ESA), 
which hopes Ariane will capture a 
third of the world market for 
commercial satellites from the 
UJS. National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (NASA). 


Ariane L-6, with the flags of the 
11 ESA countries painted on the 
glistening flanks of its 47.4 metre 
high fuselage, will have a launch 
window of 90 minutes, starting at 
1300 GMT Thursday, if weather 
conditions are right. 

France, which wants to develop 
the potential to put military sat- 
ellites into space, has a 60 per cent 
stake in Ariane. Other countries 
are West Germany, Belgium, 
Denmark. Spain, Britain, Ireland, 
Italy, the Netherlands, Sweden 
and Switzerland. 

Faced with powerful com- 
petition from the U.S. space shu- 
ttle and the highly reliable Ame- 
rican Titan and Thor-delta roc- 
kets, ESA officials acknowledge 
ariane cannot afford a failure.

3 killed m Af^ian refogee camp 

ISLAMABAD (R) Thousands of Afghan refugees stoned to 
. death three people who broke the Islamic code on extra-marital 
sex at a Pakistani refugee camp, police sources said Wednesday. 
Nearly all the 20,000 refugees living in the camp were involved in 
tbe incident last Sunday, the sources 1 added. Most of them hurled 
stones for 30 minutes at the peoptema field near the camp. Stones 
weighing up to three kilos were flung at a refugee husband and 
wife and a-Pakistani policeman in charge of security at the camp 
who was alleged to be the wife's lover.- ■ 

Chinese Catholics land in trouble

PEKING (R) —A small group of Chinese Catholics who were 
once, jailed for their links with the Vatican are continuing to call 
for contact with Rome, Bishop Yang Gaojian was quoted Wed- 
nesday as saying. The official newspaper People's Daily quoted 
Bishop Yang as urging tbe government to “strike out at these 
counter-revolutionary and criminal elements who don the outer 
garb of religion ” Bishop Yang gave no details of the activities of 
■tbe pro-Rome Catholics, who regard China’s state-supported 
patriotic Catholic association as a Communist Party puppet. Last 
modth Catholic sources in Shanghai said four elderly Jesuits who 
had already served long prison terms were jailed for 1 5 years on 
charges which included m ain taming ties with Rome. 

Spanish workers dash with police 

MADRID' (R) — A least 20 people, 11 of them police, were 
inj ured in clashes between police and workers here Tuesday night 
in the worst incident of its kind since the socialists took power in 
Spain last December. Police, reporting tbe incident Wednesday, 
said there were no serious injuries. The clashes started when 
police fired tear gas and rubber bullets to disperse some 2,500 
demonstrators outside the ministry of industry after small groups 
tried to block traffic on Madrid’s main Castellans Avenue. The 
demonstrators, all workers from a steel plant in Mediterranean 
port of Sagunto, near Valencia, were protesting against gov- 
ernment plans to close one of its blast furnaces under a pro- 
gramme to streamline the industry. Police said the demonstrators 
hurled bail bearings, stones and bottles. But union officials org- 
anising tbe protest said the police charged before people blocking 
the road had a chance to disperse peacefully. 

Chauffeur conducts Boston Pops 

BOSTON (R) — Boston Symphony Orchestra chauffeur Paul 
Kehayias retired in a blaze of glory Tuesday, trading his car keys 
for a baton and conducting the famed Boston Pops in its version of 
" stars and stripes forever.” Kehayias, 65, began his career in 1943 
as the chauffeur for then Boston Symphony Orchestra conducter 
Serge Koussevitzky and had been the driver for all symphony and 
Pops leaders since. When Kehayias went to pick up Pops leader 
John Williams Tuesday, the maestro turned the tables and drove 
the chauffeur to the Boston Pops rehearsal.
